husband to eat. It so aroused MacSwiney that his attempt tc 
remonstrate nearly caused him to collapse. His wife and friends 
have given up every hope since the British cabinet has reiterated 
its determination not to give in to the hunger strike. 


"I am unable to give rise to any hope" said Mrs. MacSwiney. 


"It is difficult to realize that the end is so near."

SUPPRESSING JAY WALKERS 


Somebody in Missouri has taken a little time from the de- 


mand.1! of national and state politics to propose a plan or dealing 
with the individual who has come to be known as a "jay walker" 
•—the person who "outs the corners" in crossing streets. 


The state legislature will be asked to pass a bill that will 


provide a penalty for persons who disregard the rules of safety as 
applied to tradic on busy streets, thereby fretting the souls of 
automobilists who are in a hurry to get nowhere in particular. 


There is a possibility that the legislature of Missouri will 


recognize that drivers have some rights which pedestrians should

It so aroused MacSwiney that his attempt tc 
remonstrate nearly caused him to collapse. His wife and friends 
have given up every hope since the British cabinet has reiterated 
its determination not to give in to the hunger strike. 


"I am unable to give rise to any hope" said Mrs. MacSwiney.
